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University Libraries Serve 
As Student Study Centers Reveal Opinions

College and university libraries 
have developed to an. amazing ex- 
tent .in recent years yet. the 

. growth of each collection has 

been determined by the character 
and demands of the institution of 
which it forms a part. 

The collegiate library must co- 
ordinate its activities with those 
of its school, forming a sort of 
bibliographic laboratory. In oth- 


er words, the library should not - 


be thought of merely asa store- 
‘house of research material. . 
Effective Instruments 

On the contrary, too much em- 
phasis cannot be placed upon, the 
importance .of the college and 
university collections of books as 
effective instruments of instruc- 
tion. For the research scholar, 
the writer interested in history, 
politics, literature and biography 
and the ordinary student, these 
Hbrarics have become centers of 
study. . 

Thank Thomas Jefferson 

During the first half of the 19th 
century a movement was. under- 
way that forms a most important 
chapter, in American: educational 
and library -history—the estab- 
lishment of state universities. 

Thomas Jefferson and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia correctly es« 
timated the importance of the li- 
brary in the scheme of. a univer- 
sity, and all his plang for the 
schoo! centered around that fact. 
How to Attain Culture | 

When the university was found- 
ed in 1825 the library was com- 
plete with a full collection of 
books. The university thus trans- 
mitted its educational , principles 
to other state schools. 

A iamous university librarian 
says of the college library, ‘ 
it is one of the means of attain- 
ing what we call culture.” 
Methods of Instruction 

Teaching functions are exer- 
cised in a nuthber of ways in the 
instruction, inthe knowledge of 
reference books, arrangement, or- 
fanization, and use of the library 
and in the means and methods of 
bibliographic research.

Miss Lea discussed entrance, 
finance, social and final degree 


- aspects of English universities, 


“About 70. per cent of Oxford 
,and Cambridge students are be- 
“ing subsidized by the government 
in some way,” Miss Lea stated. 

If an English student is ad- 
mitted to Oxford, he has a large 
amount of freedom to attend or 
not ‘attend lectures. Every stu- 
dent; however, has tutorial ses- 
sions which he must attend. Aft- 
er two or three terms, a test is 
given to see if the Student is cap- 


‘able of continuing. If he’ passes 


the preliminary examination, he 
doesn't have any more until the 
final which Miss Lea described 
as the “student’s doom.” The final 
is taken when the student is ready 
for his degree at the end of four 
years.
